ROAD RIGHT-OF-WAY

ORDINANCE 1-20-97
Authority:

The Town Board of the Town of Hull has the specific statutory authority, powers and duties, 
pursuant to the specific statutory sections noted in this ordinance and/or by its adoption of village 
powers under Sec. 60.10, Wisconsin Statutes, to regulate, control, prevent and enforce against in the 
Town of Hull certain uses, activities, businesses and operations by persons that may affect the public 
works and infrastructure in the Town of Hull.

Adoption of Ordinance:

The Town Board of the Town of Hull has, by its adoption of this ordinance, confirmed the 
specific statutory authority, powers and duties noted in the specific sections of this ordinance the 
regulations, controls and enforcement against certain uses, activities, businesses and operations by 
persons that may affect the public works and infrastructure in the Town of Hull.

General Provisions:

No person shall cause, allow or permit any person to obstruct or excavate beyond the lot line 
of that person’s land or within any public highway, road, street or alley in the Town of Hull without a 
permit issued by the Town Board of the Town of Hull or its designee.  The persons applying for the 
permit shall comply fully with Sec. 66.0425 and 86.07 (2001-2002) Wisconsin Statutes, and this 
ordinance.  No permit shall be issued or re-issued by the Town Board unless the person agrees to 
fully comply with Sec. 66.0425 and 86.07 (2001-2002) Wisconsin Statutes, and this ordinance.  The 
Town board or its designee shall inspect the premises prior to issuance or re-issuance of the permit.

Penalties:

In accordance with the provisions of Wisconsin Statute Chapter 66.0425, anyone causing any 
obstruction or excavation to be made contrary to the provisions of Chapter 66.0425 shall be liable to a 
fine of not less than $25 and not more than $500, or to imprisonment in the county jail for not less 
than 10 days nor more than 6 months, or to both such fine and imprisonment.

The Town of Hull designates the Town Board as the highway authority to establish any rules and 
regulations regarding the conditions for the permit and compliance with the permit.

The Town of Hull board designates the following person(s) as an authority to approve any permit 
under this ordinance:
